QuesTIoN,—Do our strong desires to have our 
spirit friends with us reach them ? 


Answer.—Yes. Earnest and sincere 
desires always reach and are communi- 
cated to them. 


Q.—Why is it we are told that when we are 
very anxious our loved can not come to us ? 


A.—You destroy the bridge you must 
needs pass over to become conscious of 
our presence. But we can come to you 
when you are unconscious, however. 


Q.—What is the condition of insane people 
upon entering spirit life ? 

A.—That depends upon what caused 
the insanity. In the majority of cases they 
come to us as invalids. We have institu- 
tions for their special treatment, but not 
like yours. We have teachers and care- 
takers for every sorrow and every ailment. 
Insanity is frequently caused by inhar- 
mony; sometimes by the spirit and the 
body not being properly adjusted.

Remember that your own judg- 
ment is given you to use, and seek no ad- 
vice upon anything except with a judg- 
ment superior to your own. One of our 
great objects in manifesting to you is to 
prove beyond a doubt that we are im- 
mortal; that to the soul there is no death.

It must be a source of heartfelt happi- 
ness to the soul that can perceive the love 
and wisdom of the Infinite Father of all 
life and motion permeating all things. It 
is a consoling thought to realize that this 
law of progressive evolution is leavening 
all vitality and surely improving man, and 
meliorating bis hard conditions.

Now mark the 
difference. A flood devastated a valley, 
destroying many lives, and sweeping away 
factories, houses, aud means of subsist- 
ence, and a million of dollars is contrib- 
uted by the charitable to relieve the suf- 
ferers. The suffering by devastating fires 
is ameliorated in the same way. 

The prosperity of Rome was based on 
military force. By means of her well 
trained legions, surrounding nations were 
subdued and laid under contribution. 

Mankind seemed then to be actuated by 
the same instincts that prevail in the poul- 
try yard. Here the cock with the sharpest 
spurs and greatest strength will continually 
fight those coming rivals who have not yet 
got their spurs. He will leave his own 
dinner to drive them away, and will not 
permit them to eat with the flock. I have 
often seen them stand ata distance, wist- 
fully, while others were eating, through 
fear of the sharp spurs of the boss. I 
have cut the sharp points off with a pru- 
ning shears to prevent the boss from kill- 
ing the weaker ones. 

The world is merging from the military 
stage of evolution to the industrial condi- 
tion. We do not say Mexico must be 
destroyed but should rather be fostered 
that she may develop her productive ca- 
pacities, and our commercial relations be 
mutually beneficial. It is true that indus- 
trial conditions bring new responsibilities 
and new dangers, but time will correct 
many of these evils. The benefits of this 
condition to the mass of the people are so 
apparent as to show clearly that progres- 
sive evolution, under divine force, is work- 
ing out a better condition for the people.

for the female. I would then either go to 
her, or she would come into the office, 
where we would have a pleasant chat for 
half an hour or longer. She had one 
phase of mediumship, which I have 
never met with either before or since; 
she was no musician, neither had she any 
voice for vocal’ music. A band of singers 
formed around her; my sister, who was 
an exceptionally fine singer when in this 
life, was one; two or three others represent- 
ed themselves as opera performers. My sis- 
ter, who had a voice of extraordinary com- 
pass, would sing some of the songs I was 
accustomed to hear in the long ago, with 
equal facility as she used to when in the 
form, my daughter playing the accom- 
panient, often improvising words different 
from the song, through which she would 
converse with us. Strange to say, she 
never could contro] the medium to speak, 
except in this way, then the other in- 
fluences would take possession of her one 
after the other—the opera performers, 
singing parts of the different popular 
operas, Somnambula, etc. The distinc- 
tion, not only in the style of singing, but 
in the voice, and also in the expression of 
the countenance, was very apparent. This 
was a source of great and frequent enjoy- 
ment. We always regretted that the 
medium would not allow herself to be 
controlled if strangers were present. 

Another phase illustrates how little we 
realize the intimate relation which exists 
between this world and the next. I have 
mentioned above, of another influence, 
who could control her with equal ease as 
Shannie; we called him Mate; when at 
meals, Shannie would often make her pres- 
ence known; when, if there were any 
oranges on the table, which there was 
most generally when she controlled; she 
would throw aside the knife and fork, and 
reach out for them, which she eat with 
evident enjoyment, laughing and talking 
all the time; keeping us in the utmost 
good humor. When her appetite was satis- 
fied—if I may use that term, in thus al- 
luding to a denison of the other life—she 
would leave, and the medium would be 
permitted to finish her meal. On other 
occasions, Mate would control her in the 
same way, if we happened to have 
oysters on the table, either raw or cooked. 

Now, the medium could not tolerate 
oysters in her normal condition, yet when 
he controlled her, the first thing he would 
do, was to make for the oysters of which 
he would partake, not very sparingly, 
saying at the same time, how much he en- 
joyed them, and all sorts of pleasant and 
witty remarks, for he wasas jolly asa human 
being could be either in this, or in the life 
in which he existed. He then, as in the 
case of Shannie, would bid us good-bye, 
and depart to his own realm, leaving the 
medium to finish her repast as Shannie 
did. 

These facts are strong evidences thas 
our tastes and habits are spiritual propert 
ties, not physical, and impresses upon u- 
the necessicy of not cultivating any vicious, 
injurious, depraved, or indeed any habit 
which is not ia accord with the natural 
demands of the system. It is also legiti- 
mate to assume that those who have 
thrown off the physical body, would seek 
to connect themselves with persons pos- 
sessing mediumistic gifts, whom they 
could use, in order through them to gratify 
their unnatural craving, caring little what 
injury they would inflict upon the medium. 
I have little doubt that many persons who 
have acquired a love of alcoholic stimu- 
lents, are often times influenced, uncon- 
scious to themselves, to gratify their cray- 
ing, and sometimes too, against the stren- 
uous efforts of their own will not to. I 
had a patient at one time, a very intelli- 
gent man, who was acknowledged to be 
the best newspaper editor iu the State of 
Indiana, who, for years was addicted to 
taking drunken sprees every five or six 
weeks, sometimes more often; I did all 
I could to cure him of the habit, and got 
him along for five months without his 
having the slighest desire for a stimulant, 
when one morning he came into my office 
about half slewed, as the saying is—and 
the tears streaming down his cheeks. 

“ Doctor,” he says, ‘* don’t scold me, I 
couldn’t help it. I was going home last 
night and in passing such a saloon I felt 
as if I must go in and take a drink. I 
said to myself, No, I won't, and went on 
towards home, but before 1 got half-way, 
I could go no further and had to come 
back; still I resisted, and went towards 
home agin. Doctor, I fought this 
thing two long hours, going forward and 
backward, when at last I found myself at 
the saloon counter, having taken a drink. 
How I got there I do not know; I have 
not the slightest recollection of going in. 
and it was not until I had drank that I 
was conscious of where I was.” 

In the former case it is more than prob- 
able that the desire for the oranges and 
the oysters was aroused as soon as they 
got control of the physical body of the 
medium, just as it is in this life when any- 
thing is put before us that we are particu- 
larly fond of, at other times we do not 
care particularly about ıt, we do not have 
any intense longing; but in the latter the 
love of stimulants is an abnormal appetite, 
it impinges upon our spiritual nature and 
fastens itself there; it is nearly always in 
our thoughts; and at times the desire is so 
intense that it overtops all power of re- 
sistance. While speaking on this subject 
I will mention another curious fact in 
this connection. A married lady was 
developed in her own home, to treat 
the sick under spirit influence; when 
diagnosing a case she was always uncon- 
scious; in this state she would give tests 
and describe spirits there present. She

Whenever he wou 
take possession of her, he would ask for 
a drink of fire-water—now the oa wer 
a total abstainer,—a good large glass ‘ 
whisky would be given him, which he 
would take down at a swallow, and when 
he would leave her she would not feel the 
least effect from it, although at other 
times she could not take the smallest 
quantity without it affecting her head. It 
seems strange, too, that not the slightest 


odor of whisky could be detected in ber | = 


breath. This is hard to explain. The 
question is, what became of the whisky? 
It followed „the natural course, by the 
esophagus to the stomach. i 
person can drink even a small quanti- 
ty of that or any other spirit without the 
effluvia ascending to the throat and im- 
pregnating the breath, and its presence 
detected for a considerable length of time.

The Office Boy.

Are office boys never promoted, then? 
Certainly. I have known several cases, 
and will give a free translation of three. I 
wrote a note to a book house that ran 
after this fashion: 

I want you to try as a boy Fred ——. He is 
plucky, means business, will not whine about 
promotion, will work as early and late as you 
wish, will hold his tongue, and will earn $2 for 
every one you pay him. He wil! be contented 
with $3 a week, 

I received this reply in substance: 


I have no vacancy among the boys, but such a 

boy as you mention will always pay twice over. 
It was a loud commendation you gave him, If 
you dare stand by it, send him along. I shall 
keep your endorsement for ready reference, 
_ Fred reported for work the next morn- 
ing. He began at the bottom, sweeping, 
dusting, clearing up, taking away books, 
carrying off waste paper, etc. In a short 
time the store iooked as it never did be- 
fore. He was the first there in the morn- 
ing and the last at night. He neverasked 
what to do next, but found something to 
do until new work was assigned. He kept 
his mouth shut, his eyes and ears open, 
and his feet and thoughts active. The 
fifth week they raised him to $5, and gave 
him work above four other youths whom 
he found there. At the end of four months 
he was raised to $12 a week without ask- 
ing it. 

Ben went from the high school into an 
office at $3 a week. They told him plainly 
that there was no probability of promo- 
tion, as no boy had been promoted for 
twelve years, but there was a possibility. 
There was nothing about him that was 
promising. He had not stood high in 
school, was nota good penman, was not 
strong physically; but he went to work 
with the full determination that he would 
“*get there.”

e saw him going to the postoffice, 
and was so delighted with his evident in- 
tent to boom the mail business that he 
said to his associates: “I wish there was 
some way to label Ben ‘This boy is from 
the house of —— & ——.’ It is worth 
something to have such an exhibition of 
business on the street.” 

In the course of a few months another 
boy was secured, and Ben was given $6, 
until, in less than three years, he was hav- 
ing $20 a week, making a place for him- 

self by the way he did everything. In 
those three years a thousand other boys in 
Boston had changed from place to ‘laces 


and were still working for $3 or $4 a week. 

The boy who is merely an office boy 
will never be promoted, neither will he 
who is above being an office boy; who is 
lazy, indifferent, talkative, sulky, moody, 
meddlesome, envious, jealous, afraid of 
doing more than his share, and bound not 
to earn more than he is paid for. He will 
be promoted who makes himself equal to 
every emergeney; who loves work, learns 
how to work, how to be cheerful and 
loyal, lending a hand everywhere; who 
puts brains into his work; who lets his 
“ head save bis heels;” who will work 
anywhere, at any tinie, at anything, with- 
out complaint. 

Such is the force of envy and ill nature 
that the feelings of good men are more 
published to the world than their good 
deeds, and that one fault of a deserving 
man shall meet with more reproaches than 
all his virtues will with praise.

I make no pretentions as a writer for the 
press, as this will show you, but wishing 
as an honest man to do what | can. to cor- 
rectan injury tbat has been done Mr. 
Williams, and the low, mean misrepresen- 
tations that have been sent broadcast over 
the land ia relation to Summerland and 
this beautiful and Eden-like valley of San- 
ta Barbara, I would, for the first time in 
life, ask a corner in the GaTe to say to 
some special friends back in my old native 
State of Virginia, my late home, Texas, 
and also in Philadelphia and the State of 
Arkansas, that I have filled my mission to 
this place. I have walked not only all 
over the Summerland platted in city lots, 
but also all over the entire Ortega Rancho 
of about 1,000 acres that has recently 
been plotted and added to Summerland 
in five, eight and ten acre blocks, and it 
affords me pleasure to report in favor of 
Summerland. What we heard before I 
left the ‘‘States” about this being a salt 
marsh, barr:n, unproductive hills and 
valleys, ‘‘unless irrigated, which was dif- 
ficult to obtain,” etc., is just a plain no 
such thing. There is no place on the 
Ortega Rancho that a salt marsh could be 
made for much less than an expenditure 
of $10,000, Owing to the high bank along 
the ccean.

What I have seen ‘1 know for myself, 
and not for another,” and right here in this 
valley I have seen corn that made eighty 
to ninety bushels to the acre, nearly a ton 
of Lima beans to the acre, two cuttings 
of fine alfalfa, Irish and sweet potatoes, 
beets, cabbage, garden stuff generally, and 
pumpkins and squash, world without end, 
that have not had a drop of rain or irriga- 
tion since the teed was put in the ground. 


I just wish you could see the growth of 


clover that now makes green every un- 
plowed spot of this country. We have 
had no rain here except since November 
set in, since last April or May, but the 
whole county is one bright meadow of 
beautiful, fresh green clover. Pastures 
are fine indeed, and our beef and butter 
will bear inspection anywhere. To make 
a long story short, somebody, from some 
cause, has made a mistake, and though 
our little city does not appear what it will 
be ın the near future, it is all you could 
ask for asa grand spiritual center, and 
will be all your fondest hopes can picture. 

Summerland as plotted, is not unlike 
the city of Lynchburg, Va., or Austin, 
Texas, except that Summerland, with her 
beautiful mountain scenery as a back- 
ground, and her grand old Pacific and 
majestic islands in the foreground, makes 
her sea view far superior to either, and as 
to climate, Virginia, Florida, France or 
Italy can boast of no such spot. If you, 
a Spiritualist, can’t find a place here to 
suit, ora home you would love and can 
make delightful, then you need further 
development, and wouldn't feel at home 
with the class that is rapidly building up 
this soon-to-be beautiful city ot an bun- 
dred hills. Asa home center for Spiritu- 
alists I know of no spot on earth possess- 
ing so many natural advantages, and in 
spite of the efforts to crush it, Summerland 
isa fixity.

close in your harvest—something you 
can’t doin Texas and Arkansas, and if 
crops are more sure in Virginia, when the 
poor man there has paid the ‘‘ sharks” 
for their fertilizers in order to lift the 
mortgage from his team and oxen in order 
to be ready to mortgage them for the 


same thing next year, he finds not enough 
left to square up with his merchant. So,

You can raise two and 
three crops of many things each year. I 
can live cheaper than any place I have 
found from ‘‘ Dan to Bersheba.” I ama 
poor man myself, and have no axe to 
grind at Summerland, having come to 
California to stay, and what I bave said is 
from an entirely disinterested stand point, 
and true as the Fourth Chapter of John. 
You can depend on sixty to ninety 
bushels of corn to the acre, eighty to one 
hundred bushels of barley, from 1,000 to 
2,000 pounds of Lima beans, and every 
thing else in proportion, without irrigation 
ora drop of rain. We have strawberries 


every month in the year, more fruit, bet- | an 


ter fruit, cheaper fruit than anywhere else 
in the world. In vegetables we challenge 
the whole world and the balance of man- 
kind, and you can raise more with less 
work on an acre of land in this valley than 
anywhere in the United States. 

If I bad 2,700 brothers as poor as lam 
and as willing to work as I am, I would 
tell them all to come to Summerland, and 
when it began to run over, let ‘blood of 
our blood and bone of our bone” take the 
places of Chinamen, and go to picking 
beans and breaking down cornstalks, plow- 
ing, hoeing and chopping. ; 

If I can serve you in answering any 
questions, or giving any further informa- 
tion about California, and especially about 
our beautiful Summerland, I will do so 
cheerfully, and as to whether I am truth- 
fulor not, I refer you to Gov. Ross of

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The Cause of Sorrow.

Sorrow is a stranger to no man, but is 
known to all. It is a condition common 
to all mankind. It is the one state that 
has ever attended humankind since the 
first faint glimmer of self-consciousness 
was evolved. To know sorrow is to be 
human; to be a stranger to it, is to be 
less or more than human; sorrow as a 
definite fact of self-consciousness, is solely 
man’s experience; all below man know 
not sorrow in its true sense, in its keenest, 
most biting qualities of regret, remorse, 
disappointed hope, failure of life’s fullest 
fruitions. All above man have tran- 
scended sorrow by having mastered its 


and by reason of its ignorance, sows the 
seeds of subsequent harvests of sorrow. 
Che ego, this potential god, that which 
may become perfect, now led on by phan- 
toms of its own creating, would accentuate 
itself by deifying self; would sacrifice all to 
itself, even its own kind. This combat of 
self—tnis desire to attain all and be all in 
self ; this unholy passion to trample, crush 
and destroy to the one end of self-gratifi- 
cation ; this play of the very principle of 
self, of disintegration,of destruction, plung- 
esinto abysses of vice, sorrow and despair, 
until these fiercest flames consume the 
perishable and base elements of human 
passion, and purge to the last vestige the 
accumulated essences of depravity and de- 
basement. When the personal self shall 
have disappeared in the dissipating fumes; 
when desire shall have become freed of 
unholiness ; when the Giant Weed shall 
no longer have soil in which to root; when 
the true self shall have evolved in con- 


cause, and holding it subservient to the 
highest ends. 

Not to know sorrow, is to be deficient 
in life’s fulness, is to lack that toneing, ex- 
alting and purifying essence which is of 
the gods. Man may be grandest ın sor- 
row, most noble, most god-like, or most 
meanly ignoble, grovelling and debased.

Thou hovereth above thy children, 
and beholding the turmoil, the bitterness, 
the agony, out of very sympathy for 
thine own, thou Chastener, dost thou veil 
with unconsciousness till the woe be past. 
Thou common visitant of all our kind, we 
welcome thee as Friend. 

In the double aspect of sorrow and its 
cause, lies a problem for human solytion. 

Sorrow is a result, an effect. of a well 
defined cause, and that cause resides 
deep in the human heart. Its prime fac- 
tor is perverted desire. In ignorance, 
man is a slave of desire, and a more 
tyranical, absolute master is difficult of 
conception, Untrained and unchecked, 
desire runs the whole gamut of human 
experience and is the inciting impulse to 
all human action. In its crudest phase 
ignorance is its dominant factor, and 
selfishness, its motive power; these are 
but the double features of an unde- 
veloped state. 

The ego, charged with uncontrolled 
energy, urged to ceaseless action by its 
inherent self, and possessed of that which 
attracts it to the highest state, is destined 
to travel an interminable journey which 
involves the developement of unlimited 
capacity, and passes from one plane to 
a next higher ina series of regular grada- 
tions, guided by a law of inexorable ex- 
actitude, and upon each plane encounters 
new and untried experiences necessary to 
its developement. Before the monad

In a few days I will go up to that de- 
lightful location for the purpose of taking 
the initiative, to put the work under way.

Stanley's Remarkable Letter, 


Mr. Stanley has sent the following let- 
ter, to the editor of the New York Herald: 


The Hera/a’s correspondent, who found 
us during our day’s halt at Msuwah, five 
days from the coast, has made it a point 
that I should write to you. I beg you to 
believe that I should be most willing to do 
so did I know what subject would be par- 
ticularly gratifying to you, but as the cor- 
respondent can not suggest a subject you 
will perhaps consider that it would be 
scarcely fair to expect me to know matters 
your readers would be most interested in. 

I find it then most convenient to im- 
agine you able to tell my friends much 
that I should like to say to them, First 
of all, I am in perfect health, and feel like 
a laborer of a Saturday evening returning 
home with his week’s work done, his 
week’s wages in his pocket, and glad that 
to-morrow is the Sabbath. 

Just about three years ago, while lectur- 
ing in New England, a message came from 
under the sea bidding me to hasten and 
take a commission to relieve Emin Pasha 
at Wadelai, but, as people generally do 
with faithful pack-horses, piling on num- 
bers of little trifles, odds and ends over 
and above the proper burden, twenty 
various little commissions were added to 
the principal one, each requiring due care 
and thought. 

Well, looking back over what has been 
accomplished, I see no reason for any 
heart’s discontent. We can say we shirked 
no task, and that good will, aided by 
steady effort, enabled us to complete 
every little job as well as circumstances 
permitted. Over and above the happy 
ending of our appointed duties, we have 
not been unfortunate in geographical dis- 
coveries. 

The Aruwimi is now known from its 
source to its bourne. The great Congo 
forest, covering as large an area as France, 
and the Iberian peninsula we can now 
certify to be an absolute wilderness. The 
Mountains of the Moon this time, b2yond 
the least doubt, have been located, and 
Ruvenzori, the cloud king, robed 1n eter- 
nal snow, has been seen and its flanks ex- 
plored and some of its shoulders ascended, 
Mounts Gordon Bennett and Mackinnon 
cones being but great sentries warding off 
the approach to the inner area of the 
approach to the inner area of the cioud 
king. 

On the southeast of the range the con- 
nection between Albert Edward Nyanza 
and the Albert Nyanza has been discov- 
ered, and the extent of the former lake is 
now known for the first time. Range 
after range of mountains has been trav- 
ersed, separated by such tracts of pasture 
land as would make your cowboys out 
West mad with envy. 

And right under the burning equator 
we have fed on blackberries and bilberries 
and quenched our thirst with crystal water 
fresh from beds of snow. We have also 
been able to add nearly 6000 square 
miles of water to th: Victoria Ny» 
anza, Our naturalist will expatiate upon 
the new species of animals, birds and 
plants, he has discovered; our surgeon 
will tell what he knows of the climate and 
its amenities. It will task us all to say 
what new stores of knowledge have been 
gathered from the unexpected field of dis- 
coveries. 

I always suspected that in the c-ntral 
regions between the equatorial lakes some- 
thing worth seeing would be found, but I 
was not prepared for sucha harvest of new 
facts. This has certainly been the most 
extraordinary expedition I have ever led 
into Africa, A veritable divinity seems to 
have hedged us while we journied. I say 
it with all reverence. It has impelled us 
whither it would, effected its own will, but 
nevertheless guided and protected us. 

What can you make of this, for in- 
stance: On August 17, 1887, all the offi- 
cers of the rear column are united at 
Yambuya. They have my letter of in- 
structions before them, but instead of pre- 
paring for the morrow's march to follow 


our track, they decide to wait at Yam- 
buya, which decision initiates the most 
awful season any community of men ever 
endured in Africa or elsewhere. 


The results are that three-quarters of | .--- 


their force die of slow poison, their com- 
mander is murdered, the second officer 
dies soon after of sickness and grief, an- 
other officer is wasted to a skeleton and 
obliged to return home, a fourth is sent to 
wander aimlessly up and down the Congo, 
and the survivor is found in such a fearful 
pesthole that we dare not describe its 
horror. 

On the same date, 150 miles away, the 
officer of the day leads 333 men of the 
advanced column into the bush, loses the 
path and all consciousness of his where- 
abouts, and every step he takes only leads 
him farther astray. His people become 
frantic; his white companions, vexed and 
irritated by the sense of the evil around 
them, can not devise any expedient to re- 
lieve him. They are surrounded by can- 
nibals, and poison-tipped arrows thin their 
numbers. 

Meanwhile I, in command of the river 
column, am anxiously searching up and 
down the river in four different directions. 
Through forests my scouts are seeking for 
them, but not until the sixth day was I 
succass{ul in finding them. 

Taking the same month and the same 
date in 1888, a year later, on August 
17th, I listen, horror-struck, to the tale of 
the last surviving officer of the rear col- 
umn at Banolya, and am told of nothing 
but death aid disaster, disaster and death. 
I see nothing but horrible forms of men, 
smitten with disease, bloated, disfigured 
and scarred, while the scene in camp, in- 
famous for the murder of poor Barttelot, 
barely tour weeks before, is simply shock- 
ing. 

On the same day, 400 miles West of 
this camp, Jamieson, worn out with fa- 
tigue, sickness and sorrow, breathes his 
last. On the next day, August 18th, 600 
miles East, Emin Pasha and my officer, 
Jephson, are suddenly surrounded by in- 
furiated rebels, who menace them with 
loaded rifles and instant death, but fortu- 
nately they relent and only make them 
prisoners to be delivered to the Mahdists. 

Having saved Bonny out of the jaws of 
death, we arrive a second time at Albert 
Nyanza to find Emin Pasha and Jephson 
prisoners in daily expectation of their 
dooms. ` Jephson’s own letters will des- 
cribe his anxiety. Not until both were in 
my camp and the Egyptian fugitives under 
our protection, did I begin to see that I 
was only carrying out a higher plan than 
mine. 

My own designs were constantly frus- 
trated by unhappy circumstances. I en- 
deavored to steer my course as direct as 
possible, but there was an unaccountable 
Influence at the helm. I gave as much 
good will to my duties as the strictest 
honor would compel. My faith that the

firm, but I have been conscious that the 
issues of every effort were in other hands. 

Not one officer who was with me will 
forget the miseries he has endured. Yet 
every one that started on his home, des- 
tined to march with the advance column 
and share its wonderful adventures, is here 
to-day, safe, sound, and well, 

This is not due to me. Lieutenant 
Stairs was pierced with a poisoned ar- 
row, like others but the others died, and 
he lives.

The uncomplain- 
ing heroism of our dark followers, the 
brave manhood latent in such uncouth 
disguise, the tenderness we have seen 
issuing from nameless entities, the great 
love animating the ignoble, the sacrifice 
made by the unfortunate for one more un- 
fortunate, the reverence we have noted in 
barbarians who, even as ourselves, were 
inspired with nobleness and incentives to 
duty—of ail these we could speak if we 
would, but I leave that to the Herald cor- 
respondent who, if he has eyes to see, 
will see much for himself, and who, with 
his gift of composition, may present a 
very taking outline of what has been done 
and is now near ending, thanks be to God, 
for ever and ever.
